Though Canada haa been' making Mich gratifying 

progress in the dairying industry, expansion has not 
been rapid enough to keep pace with increasing demand. 
Consumption In the Dominion haa baan Increasing and 
domestic requirements have been swelled by those of 
the heavy tourist traffic which la now an appreciable 
factor In the industry. To meet the requirements of 
export markets, the form of dairy exports has under¬ 
gone a drastic change, so that In 190* It la estimated 
that Canada fell short by some 15,000.000 to 20.000.000 
pounds of meeting her own butter needs. This. of 
course, seriously affected the export butter market, sup¬ 
plies being inadequate to meet demands, and It la to be 
born# In mind that Canada has established butter mar¬ 
kets in the United Kingdom. United States. Bermuda. 
British Guiana. Barbados. Jamaica, British West Indies. 
China, Japan and Newfoundland. This throws Into 
strong relief the opportunity existing for the expansion 
of the dairy industry In Canada to-day. 

Abundant evidence, of course, is available to 
support this contention. But it is somewhat difficult 
to reconcile the morning paper's demand for a higher 
tariff on Antipodean butter. Not long ago it was 
blaming the Dominion Government for not having 
obtained in its treaty negotiations with the Antipodes 
a preferential concession for our lumber. Now it is 
advocating a policy which, if followed, would wreck 
the treaty altogether. Incidentally, our butter im- 
ports from Australasia last year were sufficient only 
for our requirements for about thirty days.

THE I'M ALONE CASE 


C ANADA S CASE IN REGARD TO THE 

sinking of ike I'm Alone Has been ably pre¬ 
sented and in language which is commendable for 
its restraint. Proper emphasis is laid upon the funda¬ 
mental laws of the sea and the inalienable rights of 
all mariners under them. Our Government contends 
that the vessel in question was not within the limit 
prescribed by the treaty with Great Britain id 1924. 
It holds that the sinking and even the prolonged pur- 
shit constitute violations of that treaty. It further 
maintains that whatever May have been the right, 
real or assumed, of pursuit, the sinking of the vessel 
was utterly unjustified. In view of these conten¬ 
tions Canada expects redress from the United Slates. 

The United States, on the other hand, main¬ 
tains that the vessel was within the limit prescribed 
by the treaty of 1924. It also is argued in the 
Washington note that this schooner was a notorious 
rum-runner, persistently defying the laws of the United 
States, and that, in plain language, she got her des¬ 
serts. But in the matter of pursuit the American inter¬ 
pretation differs considerably from the Canadian view. 
By the provisions of the law upon which the United 
States relies, there is the right of “contiguous" pursuit, 
aid. by this, it is sought to justify Tceeping up the 
chase 200 miles at sea. when the vessel was fired 
upon and sunk along with her lifeboats, and when, 
according to the testimony of Captain Randall and 
his crew, the evident intent was to send ship, crew 
and cargo to the bottom. 

The diplomatic exchange, of course, has been 
conducted in the niost courteous terms, but with the 
firmness so serious a matter demands; and of the 
two casts, it would appear that Canada's is the 
stronger. But widely apart as the two views are, 
there need be no misgivings about the ultimate issue. 
The two countries have disposed of many disputes in 
an amicable way in other years. The I’m Alone case 
will be added to that list in due course, and it may 
be that the proceeding* in relation to it will help to 
dear up certain ambiguities in respect to the principal 
questions involved? while the incident should have a 
salutary effect upon both countries.
